president, for all the others had beep 
born as British subjects. 

A Notable Cslebration. 

The Inauguration of "Old Tippeca- 
noe" was one of the greatest events 
that ever occurred In the national cap- 
ital. After the furious campaign 
which preceded his election great 
cfowds gathered In Washington to 
witness the Inauguration. 

Exactly one month after this Presi- 
dent Harrison died, and on April (? 
John Tvler took the oath of office he- 
fore William Crunch, chief Judge of 
the circuit court of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

It was n cold, rnlny day when Presi- 
dent Polk was inaugurated, but there 
wns a long procession of the military 
as well ns civic organizations. 

Zoehnry Taylor had fine weather, 
unlimited noise and great ceremonies 
attending his Inauguration. As the 4th 
fell on Sunday, he was Inaugurated on 
Monday. 

As President Taylor died on July 9, 
one year after bis Inauguration, Vice 
President Millard Fillmore took the 
oath of office on July 10 In the bouse 
of representatives. 

The Inauguration of Franklin Pierce 
wos unique in the fact that the vice 
president elect, William It. King, was 
not In Washington to be sworn Into 
office, but wns on a mission to Cuba 
and took the oath of office at a plan- 
tation on the hills shove Mnfnnzas at 
the same time President Elect Pierce- 
wns being sworn In In WasbingtonlT 
There wns no Inaugural ball. 

The 4th Of March. 18". Wll fl splen 
did day. nnd James Buchanan was In- 
augurated with much pomp and cere 
mony. After reaching the White 
House President Buchanan held a 
public reception nnd at night attended 
the inauguration ball, which wns held 
in a building In Judiciary square erect- 
ed for that purpose.

I told 
Major Eugene Crlllenden to take com 
ma nil of the center and I would take 
the reserve and send up re enforce 
ments ns required. 

"When wc all got started I told the 
bugler behind me to sound 't he | Inl- 
and we were among the enemy before 
they had any Idea that we were with 
In a thousand miles. Then I heard the 
rnttllng of rifles on the right and lefl. 
plainly distinguishing the basso sound 
of 'Buffalo Bill's' trusty rifle, old 'Lu- 
cretla Borgia.' 

"^Buffalo Bill' got pretty well around 
the village when be went In on Cap 
tain Price's right. As ho advanced he 
saw a chief on a horse c harging about 
and haranguing his men. He and his 
party laid for him, and as he came 
nearer 'Buffalo Bill' shot him off his 
horse nnd got the animal. This was 
the celebrated race horse Tall Bull, 
which he (Cody) rode for a long time 
and with It won many exciting races. 
When he o-me Into camp Mrs. Tal' 
Bull said thtt It wns her husband s 
horse, leaving no doubt about the fact 
that 'Buffalr Bill' had killed the chief. 

"On this occasion the Indians had 
two white enptlves-Mrs. Alderdlce of 
Missouri, whom they killed during the 
light, and Mrs. Welgel of Kansas, who 
had been shot In the back with a ptl 
tol bullet, vhlch broke a rib, but was 
deflected and passed around and lodg- 
ed below her left breast. Fifteen hun- 
dred dollars In gold, sliver and green 
backs, which was gathered In the 
camps, was given ber, and she went 
back, remarried and 'proved up' her 
claim. Next morning we dug a grave 
on a hill above the village and burled 
Mrs. Alderdlce. the surgeon reading 
the service. 

"I detailed a board of officers to 
count the dead Indians, and notwlth 
standing that It Is their custom to car 
ry away the wounded nnd to hide or 
bury the dead we found sixty-eight 
dead bodies on the Held."
